SCHOOL BOARD 


There was a full attendance of the 
members of the School Board for the 
regular meeting of the Board held on 
Wednesday night. The Principals of 
the High and Public School were also 
present. 


Correspondence 


There was one important financial 
document to hand in the shape of a 
letter from the Department of Educa. 
tion showing the amount of the grant 
earned by the school for the past 

“ year’s work ito be $2842.20. This is 
slightly more than the estimates of 
the Board. 

There were two letters dealin3 
with the recent examinations. One. 
from the Medicine Hat School Board, 

resolution protesting 
against the present system of marking 
papers. The letter was filed and no 
action taken. ‘The other letter was 
from the Principal, C. D. Locke, and 
read as follows: 
To the Board of Trustees, 

Red Deer: 
Gentlemen:— 

I feel that the results of the Depart- 
mental Examinations, as they affected 
our school, might call for some com- 
ment on my part, in view of the fact 
that there were more failures than 
usual. - This I attribute to several 
causes. 

(1) As the percentage of failures 
throughout the province in general 
was unusually large, there can, I be- 
lieve, be no question that the chief 
reason for the great number of failures 
was the attempt of the Department of 
Education to raise the standard of 
our High Schools by setting examina-— 
tions which were more difficult than 
those of some other years. 

(2) The system of promotion by the 
staff of the school without Depart- 
mental examinations had been in 
vogue for some years, and this tends 
to have a disastrous effect upon the 
pupils of Grade XI when they face the 
Departmental examinations for the 
first time. 

(3) Our local High School staff of 
last year was badly disrupted, and the 
Inspector’s report shows that the staff 
as,a whole was not strong. The re- 
organization effected this summer 
should overcome this difficulty. 

(4) I would not attach too much 
blame to the pupils themselves, but, 
until all young people attending High 
School make their school work their 
chief business in life, wo are sure to 
have more failures than would other- 
wise occur. Both ability and applica- 
tion are required if a pupil is to make 
a success of a year’s work in High 
School. 

(6) The present system of marking 
examination papers by plece work, 
with no maximum limit on the number 


of papers which an examiner may 
mark per day, is bound, in my opinion, 
to be unfair to some pupils.

NEXT ELECTION UNDER ROAD IS CLEARER FOR 


~NEW ACT 


‘Edmonton, Sept. 5—Premier Green- 
fleld declared yesterday that the new 
Alberta Election Act will ‘be proclaimed 
immediately and that the by-election 
created by the elevation of -Mr. Jus- 
tice Boyle tto the bench will come un- 
der the procedure laid down in the 
new act. Preparations are now being 
made for putting the legislation into 
effect. 

Under the new act a by-election must 
be held within 120 days of the vac- 
ancy and sooner if necessary to give 
the electoral division representation 
at the next session of legislature. Not 
more than thirty or less than twenty 
days shall elapse ‘between the date of 
the writ and nomination day, with 
polling on the tenth day after nomi- 
nation. e 

This means that a little more time 
will be required for bringing on the 
election than under the old act. 

It is not expected that any pro- 
nouncement will be made as to the 
date of the election until next week, 
and the writ cannot ‘be issued until 
Mr. Justice Boyle has officially resign- 
ed his seat in the house, or the notice 
of his elevation to the bench has been 
recorded in the Official Gazette.

DISARMAMENT 


Obetacles Are Successfully Removed, 
Declares Premier Ramsay 
MacDonald 


London, September 3.—“‘The road is 
clearer than ever for a real discussion- 
of armaments and national security,” 
Ramsey \MacDonald, the British pre- 
mier, {s quoted by Reuter’s  corres- 
pondent as having said to him aboard 
the train which is taking Mr. Mac 
Donald to Geneva to attend the fifth 
assembly of ithe League of Nations. 

“Nobody ‘has yet devised a satisfac- 
tory disarmament scheme,” Mr. Mac- 
Donald continued, “but we are nearer 
it as various obstacles are successfully 
moved, 


Lot of Nonsense 


“A lot of nonsense has been written 
about the Angilo-Soviet treaty. The 
whole position of tthe Soviet nego- 
tiations was altered by their surren- 
der to us. We in no way altered our 
position. It is as clear as ever that 
unless a settlement of tthe debt nego- 
tiations {s reached there will be’ no 
loans of guarantees for Russia.” 

Mr. MacDonald defended Great Brit- 
ain’s rejection of the mutual guaran. 
tees pact, which he said would only 
have marred the League of Nations, 
giving it work which it would never 
have been able to do; that it also 
would have closed the door for ever to 
the adherence of the United States 
and other countries and most likely 
would have led to the secession of 
nations now belonging to the Teague 
and probably also certain British 
dominions. 

The premier, according to the cor- 
respondent, said he was emphatically 
opposed to the application of force in 
carrying out the decisions of the 
League of Nations, declaring that 
such action would only destroy the 
league’s power.

The scheme for the settlement of 
British emigrants in Canada may 
assume a_new aspect as a result of 
the presence in London, England, of 
the Hon. J. A. Robb, Canadian Min- 
ister of Immigration. Canada fa- 
vors the movement of entire fami- 
lies to Canada from Great Britain, 
rather than that of single men.

One of the most diverse and in- 
teresting aggregations of passen- 
gers ever assembled in Canada left 
Montreal for Europe on August 
20th aboard the Canadian Pacific 
liner Minnedosa. It included Ma- 
jors S. de Beires and Brito Pais, 
who recently flew from Lisbon to 
Macao, China, a large party of 
acientists returning from the recent 
convention of the British Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science 
at Toronto, Colonel Geo. Ham, 
genial and internationally known

cific” and “Soldier” Jones, Cana- 
dian heavyweight boxer. 


The first all-British direct cable 
service between Montreal and Lon- 
don was opened on August 18th by 
the Canadian Pacific Telegraphs.

Toronto, September 5.—Arguments 
against the building of “skyscrapers” 
were presented to the annual meeting 
of the Ontario Association of Archi- 


tects yesterday by Lieut.-Col. W. N. 
Moorehouse, chairman of the Toronto 
chapter. Tall buildings were coming 
into disfavor all over the continent, 
he said, Some of tthe objections cited 
were: 

(1) They affect public health by 
diminishing light and air space. 

(2) They affect the safety of the 
public by increasing the risk from fire 
and panic, and, indirectly, by street 
congestion. 

(3) They cause unfair inequal'ty of 
land values, making equitable assess- 
ment difficult and in the long ran 
lower the average value of real es- 
tate. 

(4) They prevent an even growth 
of the city and impede the replace- 
ment of obsolete and obsolescant 
buildings. 

(5). They increase traffic congestion: 
and the problem of transportation. 

Col. Moorehovse suggested that 
buildings should be limited tu ‘wice 
street width, but not over 130 feet; 
further lefght to be set back one foot 
horizontaNy for every two feet ver- 
tally, with minor regulations regard- 
ing cornices and courts. 

It was decided that a sub-committee 
should frame a_ suitable’ resolution 
along these lines and submit ft to the 
17th general. annual assembly of the 
Royal Archjtects’ Institute of Canada 
tomorrow, which wil’ give to the 
resqlution a Dominion-widig Signifl+

working. 

After advising Cully to keep an eye 
om the two men whom Father 
Mercier had mentioned and in case of 
funther trouble to send word down to 
us by the cook’s assistant, a French 
boy of perhaps fifteen years, the old 
squire came home. 

‘We heard from the camp whenever 
the weekly sled with supplies for the 
men and the teams went up to them. 
Cully semt word each time that all 
was well, though he seemed to become 
less and less enthusiastic about his 
crew. He did not inform us whether 
he had' been obliged to give Luc and 
Phelim further lessons; we were told 
afterwards that he ‘had been obliged 
to thrash them, and that they had 
plotted revenge.

French Troops to Leave Dortmund at 
Night to Avoid Danger of Insult 


Paris, September 3.—The date for 
the evacuation of Dortmund and the-: 
surrounding territory to. the river 
Dieppe has not yet been definitely fix- 
ed, but one thing has been settled,. 
namely, that the withdrawal of the 
troops will be conducted with great 
secrecy. ‘Invisible evacuation” will 
follow in the wake of the attempted 
“invisible occupation.” The citizens 
of Dortmund, it is forecast, will awake 
some morning to find the French 
troops gone. The order, it is stated, 
will be given after sunset and the op- 
eration conducted during the night. — 

This method of evacuation has been 
adopted, it is explained, in order to 
ward off any possible incident by the 
exuberant citizens expressing relief 
by words or acts which might develop 
into an insult to the French flag or 
army. The withdrawal, however, is 
still some weeks away, it is declared,

Canada spent over five hundred mil- 
lion dollars in the United States last 
year. 

Think of it. 

If that amount could be spent in 
Canada instead of in the United Siat- 
es the coming year we would be the 
most prosperous country on the face 
of the earth. 

In an interview in London, after re- 
turning from Scandinavia, Mr. BE. W. 
Beatty put forward an excellent argu- 
ment in favor of imperial préference 
or any other plan which will serve to 
increase trade between Canada and 
the Mother Country. Owing to the 
fact that sterling is not at par, Cana- 
da, he said, was shut out from the 
greatest financfal market of the 
world, and British investors who 
would like to take advantage of oppor- 
tunities in Canada were handicapped 

The difficulty is that Canada sells 
to Great Britain, every year, many 
million dollars worth of goods more 
than she imports. At ‘the same time, 
she buys from the United States many 
millions worth of goods more than 
she exports to that country. The 
settlement has to be made through 
New York on the basis of New York 
exchange and both Canada and the 
Motherland are losers by it. 

If the trade could be evened up in 
some way a fair path would be creat- 
ed over which capital could roll into 
Canada, and with the capital, no 
doubt, would come immigration of an 
excellent ttype.

Sim- 
ilarly, careful provision is made for 
giving the Reparations Agency in 
Berlin authority to regulate the pay- 
ments in cash so as not to upset the 
internationak money exchanges, a 
problem so highly technical and diffi- 
cult that it seems beyond the under- 
Standing of any but the greatest ex- 
perts in finance, and even they do not 
seem able fully to control or explain 
its intricacies. : 

It will be noted that this settlement 
is merely a settlement of the matters 
dealt with in the ‘Dawes Report. It 
does not deal with the vital questions 
of Germany’s military power and the 
total of reparations payable by Ger- 
many. They were not within the scope 
of the Conference and presumably are 
to be governed by the Treaty of 
Versailles or by subsequent negotl- 
ations. 

Inevitably the whole value of this 
settlement depends on the spirit in 
which it is carried out by all the na- 
tions concerned, but especially by 
Germany. If Germany intends to ab- 
andon the policy of fraud and treach- 
ery which she has followed so persis- 
tently since the war (not to mention 
before and during_ the war), then 
there seems to be hope for Europe of 
a new era of peace. The spirit pre- 
vailing at the Conference seems to 
have been a much more friendly one 
than on any occasfon since the war. 
It may be that some at least of the 
German leaders have fearnt the bit- 
ter lesson of defeat and are resolved 
to try to lead their country into bet- 
ter ways. The problem will then be 
whether they will be allowed to do so 
by the irreconcilable element in Ger- 
many, which thinks only of revenge 
and the old policy of force. 

In the meantime the settlement 
has brought a great measure of pres- 
tige and credit to Mir. Ramsay Mac- 
donald, the British Prime Minister, 
tto whose efforts it is certainly for the 
most part due. It will depend on the 
enduring or the unreal character of 
the settlement whether such prestige 
and credit also endure.

THE REPARATIONS SETTLEMENT 


The conference in London of the 
nations interested in the question of 
German reparations has at length 
ended in a settlement of that appar- 
ently hopeless problem. A chorus of 
satisfaction and congratwiation has 
greeted the result. In view of past 
Wisappointniy sis it seems well to ne 
cautious in believing that a real end 
has been made of European wrang- 
ling, and that a new era of peace 
and prosperity is about to open. It is 
earnestly to be hoped that it is so, 
but for the present that is perhaps 
about as much as can be said about it. 

‘Put very shortly, the settlemenf ar- 
ranged provides for a stabilization of 
German currency with the aid of an 
international loan of approximately 
200 million dollars (all the arrange- 
ments have been in pounds sterling). 
The security for the loan will be 
mainly the German state railways, 
which are to be put in charge of a 
specially constituted international 
authority. Germany is not to receive 
a complete moratorium but will pay 
for the next two years approximately 
250 million dollars each year. In the 
following two years these payments 
will rise until they reach the figure of 
about 625 million dollars a_ year, 
which is fixed as the standard annual 
payment, though it is not rigidly 
fixed, as power is given to the Repar- 
ations Agent, to be appointed under 
the settlement, to reduce the annual 
payments {fn accordance with the pre- 
vailing standard of prosperity each 
year in Germany. The Rubr area is 
to be evacuated by the French and 
Belgian troops not later than

We may joke over this bobbing 
question, but none the less it is essen- 
tially sensible, and it ought tto and 
probably will become more or less 
of a permanency. Long elaborate 
cofffeurs for ladies are likely to be- 
come as rare as the long male beards 
which at one time made the dainty 
consumption of thick soup so difficult 
an art. Like the trailing skirt, long 
reir belongs to the dark ages, the 
times of tears and languishings, of 
carefully planned faints into care- 
fully selected arms, of screaming 
ascents of chairs upon the appear- 
ance of a mouse. Ths daring inno- 
vation of today is the commonplace 
of tomorrow. The accepted restric- 
tion of today may seem in the eyes of 
the rising generation like a 
grotesque and antiquated extrava- 
gance.

LIVE STOCK AND DAIRY POOLS 


The example of the Alberta Wheat 
Pool is being followed by the organi- 
zation of live stock and dairy pro- 
duce pools for this province. Provid- 
ed that the right men are put at the 
head of affairs, this should be an ex- 
cellent thing for the farmers. It is 
merely one more step in the direction 
of the long delayed organization of the 
marketing side of farming. No doubt 
the scheme will encounter plenty of 
difficulties and opposition, just as 
other pools have. There will be 
many whose interests run contrary to 
those of the stock and dairy farmers, 
and they will do ttheir best to prevent 
the success of the new pools. That 
is only in accordance with the busi- 
ness side of human nature. There 
will be internal friction to overcome, 
and the innate conservatism and sus- 
Picion Of the farmers. In this in- 
stance there will probably be no 
brilliant stranger like Mr. Sappiro to 
tour the country and galvanize the 
farmers into .enthusiastic support. 
There will, however, be tthe advan- 
tage of a gradually increasing vol- 
ume of opinion among the farmers 
that co-operation by means of such 
pools is simply common sense, and 
that by hook or by crook they have 
got 'to make the pools a success, if 
they are to have any chance of real 
prosperity. 

It is not only in Western Canada 
that the idea of co-operative market- 
ing is spreading. In Great Britain it 
is being taken up with great earnest- 
ness. At the Empire Exhibition at 
Wembley an Empire Conference was 
held in July last under the presi- 
dency of Mr. Buxton, the British Min- 
ister of Agriculture, to consider the 
whole question of agricultural co-op- 
eration. Mr. Dunning, the Premier of 
Saskatchewan, was one of those who 
spoke at the Conference. It was he 
who moved a resolution to the effect 
that succssful agriculture is essen- 
tial to the well-being of the State, 
and that for successful agriculture it 
is necessary to have (1) scientific 
study and advice available for far- 
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mers through the. halp of. the. Stato; 


(2) \the voluntary co-operation of far- 4 


mers in \schemes’ of “marketing; ‘'(3)° 
the increase of social attractions and 
amenities for those engaged in farm- 
ing so as to counter the attractions of 
city :{fe. 

Amongst the facts pointed out at 
the Conference was that in Great 
Britain agricultural co-operation is 
not only comparatively in its infancy, 
but it ‘has to face an exceedingly high- 
ly organized system of marketing by 
traders who are not farmers and who 
naturally wish to keep their grip on 
the business of dealing in farm pro- 
ducts. Western Canada does not pre- 
sent quite such difficulties. In a new- 
er and less settled community there 
is more chance for the farmers tO es- 
tablish themselves firmly as salesmen 
as well as producers. It is interesting 
to note ithat the British Minister laid 
it down that the awakened enthusiasm 
for the study of co-operative market- 
ing is really only the completion of the 
agricultural industry, which hitherto 
has been a one-sided affair. It has 
achieved much in the direction of im- 
proved production but has done little 
or nothing on the side of improved 
marketing. The agricultural college 
of the future will almost certainly lay 
emphasis on tthe latter phase of agri- 
culture as well as on the former. The 
farmer will—he must, if he is to pros- 
per—become as acute a man of busi- 
ness as the city dweller. The result 
of such a development may quite pos- 
sibly produce a considerable effect on 
the whole system of-retail selling of 
focd products to the consumer. _Iit is 
obvious that at present there is a con- 
dition of something not much better 
than economic chaos, which can cer- 
tainly be much improved without any 
necessity for resort to elaborate and 
irritating schemes of compuls:"y 
socialism. In the meantime it is gead 
that our farmers are showing them- 
selves alive to the tendencies and de- 
velopments of the times, and it is to 
be hoped that all due success will at- 
tend the inauguration of these new 
co-operative ventures.

art, claim itthat the death knell of pro- 
tection has been sounded in Canada, 
have received a very effectvie answer 
from Sir William Ashley, vice-pria- 
cipal of the University of Birmins- 
ham, England, in an address deliver- 
ed recently before the British Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of Science, 
at its recent convention in Toronto. 
‘Sir William, having at one tim? 
been a member of the faculty in the 
department of Political Science of the 
University of Toronto, knows some- 
thing of Canadian conditions. 

Sir William laid it down as 
axiomatic that there was no longer 
adequate support for a policy of 
laissex-faire as applied to  inter- 
national trade. The experience of 
recent years, both before and after 
the Great War, ‘has shown this to be 
true. The great industries of the 
German Empire, that made her such 
a mighty factor during the struggle, 
had been developed in defiance of the 
laissez-faire principle. Sir Wiliam 
also made the significant statement 
that “No great English Economist, 
neither Adam Smith, nor Malthus, nor 
Ricardo, nor John Stuart Hill, was an 
out-and-out free trader as far as prac- 
tical application was concerned.” This 
was an important reminder for those 
in Canada who consider these econom- 
ists as the final authorities in econ- 
omics. 

Sir William Ashley also made the 
other following important statement: 
“Factory laws, education laws, sani- 
tary laws alike show that no modern, 
civilized state any longer believes 
that social interests can be left to 
the working of immediate  self- 
interest.” From this it followed that 
such an important matter as trade 
could not be so treated either. The 
regulating hand of the state ‘was 
needed just as much as in these other 
matters. 

Referring tto the policy of Alexander 
Hamilton, the father of Protection in 
the United States, Sir William Ashley 
said, “He took the stand itthat since 
the United States possessed great 
resources in coal, iron, water power, 
it was flying in the face of Provi- 
dence to leave these resources unde- 
veloped and continue to import many 
kinds of goods from countries not so 
well equipped by nature for their 
production. This is the same argu- 
ment which we meet today as to the 
“infant industries” argument. Pro- 
fesor Taussig appears to be of the 
opinion that the Protective system of 
the United States has justified the 
arguments of Hamilton by developing 
the {ron industry sooner and on a 
greaterscale than it would have been 
developed under free trade.” 

Sir jWilliam cited data indicating 
that the amount of capital and labour 
may be augmented, stating that under 
certain conditions import duties had 
caused foreign manufacturers to set 
up works within the tariff walls. 
Reference was made to the fact that 
the governments of Australia, and 
Ireland, as well as Canada, were 
framing t ariff policies with this objec: 
in view. The McKenna duties, re- 
cently in force in England, were di- 
rectly instrumental in causing large 
European manufacturers of motor 
cars to set up factories in Great Brit- 
ain. 

That Sir William Ashley was cor- 
rect, insofar as Canada is concerned, 
is evident from the fact that ‘there 


are now over 700 branch plants of 


American concerns in this country. 
They came over because they knew 
that only by this means could they es- 
cape the effects of the tariff. It was 
the National Policy that brought them 
across the line. He also held that 
cheap goods may not always work out 
to the best advantage of the individual 
or the nation as a whole. That is to 
say, it may sometimes be better for a 
nation in tthe long run to pay a little 
more for certain goods than to import 
them at a little lower price from oth-r 
countries. Sir William also made the 
significant statement: “Economists 
‘nowadays have become convinceil that 
economic life is not so simple as the 
early exponents of free trade beii2ved 
it to be.” It is not so simple either 
as the King Government thinks it to 
be, when it makes drastic changes in 
the tariff practically without consult- 
ing industry. The whole tenor of the 
remarks of this eminent British 
economist shows that the political 
economists of the world by no means 
are ranged on the side of free trid2 
as some would make the public think. 
Experience has taught economists as 
it has taught countries, and as it is 
now teaching Canada. 
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BOY STRIKES LIVE GUY 
WIRE AND IS SEVERELY 
SHOCKED 


Glen Gaetz, Thirteen Years, le Knock- 
ed Unconscious, After Hand Sticks 
to Wire 


(Calgary Herald) 

Striking a live guy wire with ‘his 
right hand as he walked underneath 
it while playing golf, Glen Gaetz, 13 
years, suffered an electric shock on 
Thursday morning, and was stuck to 
the wire momentarily and then 
pitched a distance of 12 feet or more 
from ‘the spot. He was picked up 
in an unconscious condition and rush- 
ed to his home, 1824 Fifteenth Street 
West, where he was attended by Dr. 
The ‘boy regained his 
senses, but was suffering severely 
from nervous shock, and his hand was 
painfully burned. 

Was Playing Golf 


The young lad was playing golf 
with Howard Pratt, a young pal, who 
lives at 1507 Nineteenth avenue west, 
when the accident occurred. He was 
walking on ahead of his friend, 
who was preparing to drive his ball, 
and as he passed underneath the wire 
extending down to the ground from 
the side of the pole, he reached- up 


and slapped it with his hand. In- |' 


stantly he was swung off his feet, and 
dangled back and forth, unable to let 
‘go, while his friend looked on from a 
short distance in «stonishment. In a 
‘few seconds, the Gaetz boy was 
|thrown from the wire, and” crumpled 
.on the ground, some distance from 
the spot where he had been suspend- 
ed. 
' Ran for Help We 
The Pratt dad did not attempt to 
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touch his pal while he was on the 
wire, but he rushed away for help 
immediately, and ithe doctor was 
summoned when the Gaetz boy was 
hurried to his home. The accident 
occurred opposite 1022 Frontenac 
avenue, and the lads were playing 
over the Eari Grey golf course prop- 
erty at the time. 

Constable McDougall, of tthe city 
police, went to the scene to investi- 
gate the details and secure witnesses. 
He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. L. M. 
Gaetz, of 1824 Fifteenth Street West. 

At 3 o’clock Thursday afternoon he 
was reported to be out of danger. : 


In connection with the above, Mr. 
Gaetz wrote The News as follows: 
1824, 15th St. W., Calgary, 
September 1, 1924. 
Editor, The News. 
Dear Sir: 

The enclosed clipping from the Cal- 
gary Herald tells of an accident that 
befell our eldest boy on Thursday of 
last week. It was not our intention 
to mention the circumstances to any 
of our friends and relatives at Red 
Deer until at some future date, then 
only in a casual way. Due to the 
fact, however, that the news has 
evidently gotten around, and some of 
our friends have shown their interest 
sympathy by calling us on the Jong 
distance phone, we felt that it would 
be only courtesy to make a statement 
and dispel any fears that may be en- 
tertained on the boy’s behalf. 

The report as contained in the 
clipping is substantially correct. The 
guy wire running from tthe top of one 
telephone pole to within five feet of 
the ground on another pole became 
in some manner in contact with a 
charged wirqa, and when ‘the ‘hoy, 
while waiting for his pal, placed his 
hand upon it he was instantly seized 
by tthe current because his body sup- 
pied the contact with the ground 
that was necessary to complete the 
circuit. He of course instantly lost 
consciousness and was held, bent and 
twisted by the current, then for some 
reason thrown some ten or twelve 
feet. His playmate in the instant ran 
to a nearby house and summoned Mr. 
Edmund Taylor, who in tturn called 
the police and doctor as well as the 


undersigned. The injured lad soon 
regained consciousness and has 
rapidly recovered. We have the 


doctor’s assurance that there will be 
no il] effect from his experience, and 
that he owes his life to a remarkably 
good constitution, coupled with the 
fact that the current cast him off in 
time. It is supposed he was in con- 
tact with the wire for nearly a min- 
ute, during which time his hand was

SENTIMENT FOR 
NAVAL DEFENCE 


Sir Frederick Field in Farewell 
Statement Discusses His Impressions 
In Canada 


There {s a growing sentiment in 
Canada in favor of Canadian partici- 
pation in a scheme of naval defence 
and practical expression will be giv- 
en to this sentiment when Canada's 
overseas export trade assumes larger 
proportions. This,in substanes, was 
the opinion expressed hy Vi:a-Admtr- 
al Sir Frederick Field during a final 
interview granted to the press on 
board H.M.S. Hood, prior tto leave 
taking of the British speciai service 
squadron from Canada last week. 

Sir Freder.ck based this opis‘on, 
he said, on conversation he had had 
with Canadians from all over the Do- 
minion. He realized that at the pres- 
ent ‘time the question was largely one 
of expense. Canada had other difficu't 
problems to face, and until these 
were solved the people would per- 
haps not realize the immediate neces-

‘ ‘Mr. Pederson stated that the com- 
pany he represents in Red Deer had 
the plans of the Stettler rink, and that 
he had asked -for them, but they hhad 
‘unfortunately sent him those of the 
Bashaw proposed rink. He knew when 
the Stettler rink had been built, and 
allowing for the lowering of lumber 
prices, lower feight charges, cheaper 
labor, and the fact that Red Deer is 
nearer to several companies manufac- 
turing lumber, he thought it safe to 
assume that a similar rink here would 
cost 20 pecent. less than the Stettler 
rink had cost. 

W. BE. Payne referred to the petition 
presented by a number of citizens to 
the Oity Council last year. Only two 
pansons had refused. to sign the peti- 
tion. Owing to the Jateness of the 
yean and the feeling of the Council 
against increasing the city indebted- 
ness, the Council had refused to sub- 
mit a bylaw. Bven with the great 
sentiment in favor of a rink, it was 
doubtful if it would be passed by the 
natepayens, and in any event this year 
it is again too late. 

J. C. Brazier stated that he was in 
favor of incorporating a joint stock 
company and ithalt shares be sold to 
the public. 

As there was some question as to 
the possibility of revenue from the 
rink, Dr. Long gave a few ‘figures, es- 
timates only, of what monies might 
be expected from hockey and skating 
The past winter the team had played 
thirty games, of which more than half 
had been away from home, owing to 
poor ice here. They had paid the 
cunling rink 25 percent. of the gate 
at each game, and it had amounted to 
over $200.00. The Hockey Club were 
willing to pay 40 percent. of each gate 
to a rink company if they had a good 
covered rink to play in, and there 
would be many more games. He felt 
it was safe to put a minimum estl- 
matte 6f $600.00 on the amount to be 
derived from hockey. Our crowds 
last winter averaged about 200, while 
in Stettler, a much smaller place, 
crowds averaged considerably over 
400. In Stettler the ‘first year $700.00 
of season skating tickets had been 
sold, altfhough the second year this 
fell off considerably. Here we should 
get at least $900.00 from skating, al- 
though it is a hard (thing to estimate. 
If, as it is hoped, the city exempt the 
property from taxes, $1,000.00 should 
pay all running expenses, and this 
would allow a dividend of 5%. This

Ww. Jo. Battertll stated that he’: did 
not think {t likely that the rink would 
pay a dividend in money, but he felt 
strongly that {t would pay an ever in- 
creasing dividend in health and happli- 
ness. It was a problem alt. the present 
time to control the amusements of the 
younger people. The dances, pool 
rooms and picture shows were much 
more popular than a «cold, open-aip 
rink. ‘The rink would be endorsed 
by every Rotarian personally, although 
as a Club they could not obligate |them- 
selves to anything that was not to be 
sditled ‘before the present term of 
office ended.

J. Bettenson sijated that the Orange 
Lodge had discussed the matter. The 
majority of the Lodge were individu- 
ally in favor of a rink, but 'the Lodge 
itself could give no financial assis- 
tance. 

H. H. Humber strongly endorsed 
the project. He liked+the idea of Mr, 
Botiterill if it could be so worked that 
the mill rate would not be raised. 

W. E. Trueman gave his personal 
approval of the plans, but regretted 
that the. Great War Veterans had not 
had a_e meeting to discuss the 
idea, and he could not speak for the 
Association. 

W. J. Stephenson thought there 
were two questions. The first was 
“Can we afford {t?” and the second, 
“Can we keep fit up?” He had no 
doubt what the ratepayers would do 
to a bylaw, after the experience of 
the School Board when they wanted a 
new school, a much greater necessity 
(han a rink. He ithought that the rink 
would cost $13,000.00. It would need 
at least $2,000 to meet interest at 7%,

Cattle Shipments In South 

Annual movement of cattle from the 
south part of the province has begun, 
with the shipment of a trainload of 25 
cars of beef cattle from the Ross 
ranch to the Toronto market. 

Roads Conference 

Convention of Sunshine Trail dele- 
gates from several points in Montana 
and from Lethbridge and Calgary was 
held at Calgary ithis week, when a con- 
siderable number were present. This 
international highway now extends 
from Edmonton in the north to Butte, 
Montana, in the south. 

Irrigated Lands 

In {this the first year of the opera- 
tion of (the Lethbridge Northern irri- 
gation district, some 30,000 acres out 
of the total of 105,000 acres possible 
of irrigation, have been put under the 
water. Sevenal of tthe farmers irri- 
gated upwards of 200 acres. 

Motor Tourist Traffic 

Remarkable increase in the motor 
tourist traffic to Alberta mountain re- 
sorts has been reported. The regis- 
tration of cars entering the Rocky 
Mountain National Park is double that 
of the year previous. In :the entire 
1923 season 3/100 passengers were reg- 
istered at the camp, while up 'to the 
end of July this year a total of 7,557 
passengers had been registered. 

Rail tourist traffic intio the province 
has also been very heavy to both 
Jasper and Banff Parks. 

New Election Act 

The new election act for Alberta 
passed at last session, has been pro- 
claimed, and the first election ito be 
held under the new act will be that in 
the city of Edmonton to fill the vac- 
ancy created by the resignation of 
Hon. J. R. Boyle, who was elevated to 
the bench. The transferable vote bal- 
lot will be used. 

Alberta Seed Grain Business Grows 

To such an extent has the produc- 
tion of pure seed grain for commercial 
purposes in Alberta been stimulated 
by the success of the past k:wo years 
by exhibitors at Chicago International 
and by the operation of the Alberta 
Government cleaning and marketing 
plant, thal the plant expects to handle 
more than 75,000 bushels during the 
coming season. This will be made up 
of Marquis and Ruby Wheat and Ban- 
ner and Victory Oats. 

At a recent meeting of the executive 
of the Alberta Seed Growers’ Associ- 
ation, a resoluiion was passed highly 
commending (the operation of the 
plant by the field crops branch of the 
Department of Agriculture, and the 
low cost under which the plant had 
been operated. The ttotal cost of 
handling the seed grain through the 
plant, and marketing it abroad last 
season was 18.70 cents a bushel, 
which covers all changes including 
freight, wages, etc. 

Co-operate to Fight Weeds 
Never before in the history of all 
Western Canada have the residents of 
the rural] districts combined to fight 
the weed menace as is the case in Al- 
berta this year. Through lthe efforts 
of the Field Crops Branch of the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Edmonton, 
a strong organization has been built 
up through almost the entire province 
to combat the weeds. More than 130 
rural municipal councils ‘throughout 
the territory south from Edmonton to 
the U.S. border have appointed weed 
inspectors of their own, in co-opera- 
tion with the department supervisors, 
such a measure of co-operation not 
previously having been experienced in 
the- province. Intelligent interest is 
being taken by all concerned in ithe 
fight against the spread of weeds. 
Colored plates describing the most 
serious of tthe weeds have been dis- 
tributed by the department to munici- 
pal councils, schools, etc., and the 
campaign is beginning to have results. 

Increase In Butter Production 

Nearly 25 percent. increase is ex- 
pected to be recorded this year in the 
production of Alberta creamery butter 
over ithe production of 1928. The pro- 
duction last season was 17,750,000 Ibs., 
and this year should be approximately 
22,000,000 Ibs. 

‘An increase of over 40 percent. has 
already been shown in the creamery 
butter graded by ‘the government 
grading system in the seven months 
to the end of July. The total amount 
graded by the service last year was 
4,614,710 Ibs. during the seven months 
referred to, while tthe amount for the 
same period this year has been 6,896,- 
234. 

Continued improvement in the qual- 
ity of cream and butter as a result of 
the official grading system is shown. 
During the seven months there has 
been a total of 8,940,975 Ibs. of cream 
graded by the government graders, an 
increase of 20.1 percent. over the 
amount of the same period last year. 
Of tthis amount graded this year, the 
“special” grade has shown an_ in- 
crease from 40.9 percent. to 45.9 per- 
cent., and tthe percentage of “firsts” 
has grown from 36.7 to 39.9, while the 
lower grades have been reduced from 
17.9 percent. to 10.1 percent. The 
same ‘mprovement is shown in the 
butter grading, where Ithe “firsts” have 
increased from 62.6 to 67.8 percent. of 
the total amount graded, while the 
lower “second” grade has been reduc- 
ed from 15.7 to 11.7 percent. 

Game Seasons 

The season for the hunting of 
ducks and geese will open September 
15, and continues ito Decembr 14. The 
season for prairie chicken, partridge, 
etc., opens on October Ist and is for 
that month only. Hungarian partridge 
can be shot south of the Battle River 
from September 15 tto November 15, 
but there is no open season north of 
the Battle River for this game bin. 
The bag Hmit on ducks is 30 per day, 
200 the season, and on geese 15 per 
day, brant 15 per day. The bag limit 
on prairie chicken, etc., is 10 per day, 
15 the season. 

Aid Sugar Beet Industry 

Having in mind the encouragement 
of the sugar beet industry on tthe inni- 
gated lands of Alberta, particularly 
those of the Lethbridge Northern dis- 
tridt, where it is probable the Utah- 
Idaho Sugar Co. will erect a sugar 
factory next spring, the provincial 
department of agriculture has punchas- 
ed a machine recently manufactured, 
and designed to reduce to a minimum 
the labor of harvesting of the beets. 
This machine is a combined cutter, 
lifter and loader. One side of the ma- 
chine cuts the tops off the beets, and 
the other side is a funnel-shaped dig- 
ger that lifts the beets from tthe

beets, the beet itself is protected from 
bleeding. 

The machine will be rented {to far- 
mers that have put in trial crops of 
beets this year, and if proved satis- 
factory it is expected that groups of 
farmers growing beets will join in the 
purchase of further machines. 

There is another feature of the use 
of this machine and that is the use of 
the beet tops left lying on ithe ground, 
for feeding purposes. It will be pos- 
sible for the beet farmer {to turn in 
small flocks of sheep on this stuff, 
which is ideal feed for that purpose. 
Mr. Hoadley, minister of agriculture, 
has already arranged for the trying 
out of the machine. 

Sheep Grazing Lands 

The Government of Alberta, with 
the co-operation of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway, have decided to throw 
open a large tract of land in the 
Eastern irrigated disitnict for sheep 
grazing, and an order has been signed 
by the Hon. George Hoadley, Minister 
of Agriculture, setting aside a portion 
of the closed lands in that section of 
Alberta for this purpose. 

It will now be possible for resident 
farmers to graze up to 100 head of 
ewes, and not more than 250 head of 
all classes of sheep. 

The question of opening up the 
range lands for sheep grazing has 
been occupying the attention of the 
Government: for some time, but before 
a ithoroughly workable agreement 
could be arrived at, it was necessary 
to obtain the co-operation of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, who own 
the closed lands, and have its ratifi- 
cation of the project. The Railway 
Company were strongly in favor of 
the opening up of tthe lands, and sug- 
gested that the arrangements be car 
ried through with as little delay as 
possible. 

The Government and the Canadian 
Pacific consider that ithe grazing of 
sheep in this district will be highly 
profitable business to the farmer, and 
both bodies will do all in their power 
to foster ithe growth of sheep grazing. 

It is the intention of tthe Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to extend the 
scope for grazing facilities as oc- 
casion demands.
